Mr. Wilson Will Convene Con­ 


gress On April 1. 


Washington, Feb. 25.—Providing for 
the consideration of the tariff only at 
the special session of congress to be 
convened on April 1. a tentative legis 
lative 
program 
has 
been 
prepared 
by the Democratic leaders of the 
house. 
It is the understanding that 
this arrangement has the approval of 
President Elect W ilson. 
The state­ 
ment was made in a responsible quar­ 
ter that the decision to assemble eon- 
1 gress on April 1 and to limit its activ­ 
ities, at least for a time, to the tariff 
bills was reached after an exchange of 
I views on the subject between the pres­ 
ident elect and the house leaders. 
Advices received here are to the 
j effect that in his first message to con­ 
gress Mr. Wilson will deal largely 
! with the tariff, with only an incidental 
] reference to hanking and currency. 
Conflicting views are expressed by 
i leaders as to the advisability of in­ 
cluding banking and currency legisla­ 
tion in the special session program. 
! Those who favor immediate action on 
| a banking and currency bill will bring 
their views to the attention of the 
| new president without delay. 
They 
I argue that if a banking and currency 
{ bill is not passed at the special session 
I the way should be paved for action in 
j December, 
immediately upon the ap- 
I pointment of the ways and means com­ 
mittee on March 5 work will be re* 
| sumed on the tariff revision bills. The 
] first draft of the sixteen bills propos- 
: ing a complete revision of the Aldrich* 
Payne law has been completed. 
The 
! leaders hope to pass all of the tarifT 
! bills early in May. 
Practically all of 
the measures will be ready to be re- 
] ported by April 1.

TO AID THE COUNTY EXHIBIT 


Chief Executive Held Provisions of 


the Measure Violated Principle 


of Majority Rule. 


Directors and stockholders of the 


ISush County Fair association today 
were disappointed to learn that Gov- 
ernor Ualston late yesterday had ve- 
ioed the Isenbarger county fair bill 
which would have made it possible to 
get aid from the county for the Rush 
county fair. 


The directors have been working 


i'or years to get an appropriation 
from the county to 
build up 
the 


county fair and put it on a paying 
basis. At the last annual meeting 
of the stockholders a 
ruling was 


passed that stockholders 
hereafter 


should not be permitted to attend the 
fair free of charge, and a legislative 
committee was' appointed to lobby 
i'or a 'bill similar to the Isenbarger 
measure. 


The measure vetoed the measure 


on the ground that the 
bill might 


( ^compel the people of the stafe to 


pay $150.000 annually to private en- 
terprises. 
Such a bill violates the 


principle- of majority rule,t the Gov- 
ernor poiiited out. jri""that" ""it per- 
mits a small number of persons to 
dictate a policy of expenditures as 
against -the judgment of the county 
council, board of commisisoners and 
great body of the citizens." 


He declared that if the measure 


had provided for a remonstrance 
against such action of the county 
council, board of commissioners and 
iie would have had no hesitancy in 
signing :it. The Governor pointed out 
that the bill would allow the petition- 
ers themselves in many instances to 
iienefit financially by the action in 
^igning the petitions. 


The bill provided that, when 125 


freeholders petition the county coun- 
c-il and county commissioners for an 
appropriation to an agricultural or 
fair association, it shall be the duty 
of the officers to appropriate 
the 


"necessary money," as the bill says, 
'•for the purpose of paying premium.' 
awarded on live stock, agricultural, 
horticultural and dairy products, auc 
;ilso articles of domestic industry 
;ind art." 


Under the bill the county, on peti- 


tion as described, would be require*: 
to levy a tax of not more than 1 ceni 
on each $100 of taxables 
in

Bounty to provide an annual fund t< 
be given to the agricultural or fail 
Dissociation. 


An outside limit of $2,500 is fixed 


upon the appropriation to be mad 
by the county. Where there are two 
or more fair associations in a count; 
the money would be apportioned. Th 
money would be available July 1 eacl 
year.

Farmers living along the proposed 


route of extension of the Indianapo- 
lis & Cincinnati Traction company's

Who Delivered the, Decision 
Sustaining White Slave Law. 


The Senate Passes a Bill Requiring 


Applicants For Marriage License to 
File a Clean Bill of Health With the 
County Clerk—-The House Had a 
Hiard Time Trying to Cut Down Spe- 
cific Appropriations. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 25.—Sitting as a 


committee of the whole, the houss- 
tried In vain to prune the specific ap- 
propriations bill so that the appropria- 
tions would not exceed $1,000,000. Va- 
rious items were whittled or cut out 
entirely, until the reductions totaled 
$86,025, but increases of other items 
totaling $73,719.13 left the net reduc- 
tion only $12,305.87. With the reduc- 
tion made the specific appropriations 
stand at $1,186,056.40. The specific 
appropriations two years ago were 
about $870,000. 


One of the items stricken from the 


bill provided for an appropriation of 
$4,800 to reimburse Vice President 
Elect Marshall for house rent, heat 
and light during His term as governor. 
The action taken was at the request 
of the former governor, who sent word 
that he would not accept the money if 
it be tendered and that he preferred 
that no appropriation be made because 
he did not Lelieve that it could be 
done legally. 


The house passed the Voris meas- 


ure providing for the establishment of 
a penal farm where jail prisoners may 
be employed. The vote was 74 to 19. 


Governor Ralston vetoed the Isen- 


barger house bill to compel county 
councils and county commissioners, on 
petition, to appropriate money to pay 
premiums for county fair or agricul- 
tural societies, and the Mitchell "burg- 
lars' delight" bill. The latter measure 
provided for the reduction of the term 
for the crime of burglary from ten to 
twenty years to two to fourteen years. 


The senate Democratic caucus last 


night agreed upon practically all the 
amendments to the public utilities bill 
proposed by the governor and his ad- 
visers, and the senate today is con- 
sidering the measure in an open 
forum. 


Doings in the Senate. 


By a vote of 3G to 5 the senate pass- 


ed Senator Neal's bill requiring the 
filing of medical certificates with coun- 
ty clerks before the issuance of mar- 
riage licenses. There was some oppo- 
sition to the bill, but its opponents 
were defeated in efforts to make its 
operation ineffective. 
Among other 


measures receiving the approval of the 
senate was the one providing for the 
erection of a state centennial build- 
ing. Senator Ratts's bill repealing the 
law which gives a new trial as a mat- 
ter of right in cases involving the title 
to real estate also was passed, as was 
Senator Oavit's measure making it un- 
lawful for unauthorized persons to 
practice law. 


The bill on marriage licenses is con- 


sidered one of the important measures 
of the present session. In speaking in 
favor of its passage Senator Neal re- 
called that its provisions have been 
approved by sociologists, charity work- 
ers and church men and women. He 
said it was a measure for the protec- 
tion of health and the happiness of 
men, women and children of the pres- 
ent and future generations. 
The bill 


makes it unlawful for any county clerk 
to issue a marriage license to any ap- 
plicant unless the applicant has, ten 
days previously to the issuance of the 
license, filed with the clerk a certifi- 
cate showing both parties to the pro- 
posed marriage to be free from com- 
municable diseases. 


The bill providing for the building 


of a centennial building provides for 
the submission to the people pf Indi- 
ana at the next general election the 
question whether the erection of a 
building is desirable. If it carries the 
governor is authorized to appoint a 
commission to look after the details 
of the construction of the building. 


Senator Grube's bill providing that 


a teacher holding a thirty-six months' 
license shall be exempt from further 
examinations also was passed.

It was an- 
nounced by the authorities that the 
trio would be placed on the stand for 
the state and that they would repeat 
their confessions in court. 


The testimony of Franklin is ex- 


pected to be sensational in the ex- 
treme, in view of the fact that he has 
stated his willingness to clear up the 
mystery. According to those in close 
touch with the prosecution, Franklin 
will repeat the statement made to the 
grand jury at Fort Wayne.

the best results that has been ob- 
tainecl, usually, in the fourth, fifth j 
and sixth seasons: really, he-thinks 
it begins to deteriorate after the fifth 
year, when it should be plowed up. 


Last season Mr. Walker harvested 


four cuttings from his fields, but he 
does not recommend more than three, 
and says that in some seasons, and 
under certain conditions, more than 
three cuttings is decidedly injurious.

World They Describe All Proofs and 
Show How Teachings of Scriptures 
Must Be Reconciled With Scientific 
Facts—One Sounds Alarm. 


Famous scientists went on record re- 


cently to uphold the Darwinian theory 
of man's evolution from the lower ani- 
mals. A symposium of opinion of lead- 
ing savants of the United States gath- 
ered ou behalf of the Christian people 
of the universe by Deau Shailer Matli- 
ews of the University of Chicago was 
published in his magazine, the Biblical 
World. 


The magazine asked tbe question. 


"Do you believe in evolution?" So far 
it has received replies from thirteen 
of the leading astronomers, geologists 
and biologists of America. All an- 
swers were affirmative. 
The conclu- 


sion is drawn that Christians must rec- 
oncile the teachings of the Bible to the 
theory of Darwin rather than to re- 
fute it. 


Sounds Warning to Christians. 


An editorial preceding the views ex- 


pressed by the scientists reads: 


"Many earnest Christians are afraid 


of evolution as something which will 
destroy their faith in God and Jesus 
Christ. ' Indeed, no thoughtful person 
can fail to perceive the dangers to re- 
ligious, fit It h implied in certain philoso- 
phers which are based upon evolution. 
But such apprehensions are sometimes 
expressed unfortunately. 
The public, 


for instance, has been widely assured 
that 'evolution has collapsed.' 
Such 


an affirmation involves a question of 
fact. 
If evolution has collapsed scien- 


tists, particularly astronomers, geolo- 
gists and biologists, would be the first 
to know. 


"If it has not collapsed the religious 


world must discover a way in which 
evolution can be utilized as one of tbe 
revelations of God's will. 
According- 


ly, in order to get at the opinion of the 
scientific world, the Biblical World ask- 
ed a number of the leaders of American 
science to give an answer of not to ex- 
ceed 100 words to the question. 'Does j ^^i 
modern science still believe in evolu-' 
tion?' 
The 
unanimity of response 


makes it apparent that our theological 
thinking ranuot ignore, 
much 
less 


deny, the place evolution is holding in 
our modern world 
For our own part, 


we,believe that.'so far from being in- 
consistent with the gospel, evolution 
furnishes one of the means by which 
we may better understand the relations 
of God with this world."

Firmness of Theory. 


By Jacques Loeb. Rockefeller Insti- 


tute For Medical Research. New York: 
"Modem science believes more firmly 
than ever in evolution. Less is today 
written on the subject than formerly 
because modern biologists find it more 
profitable to experiment than to argue. 
Two essential groups of data have 
been added since the days of'Darwin 
aa the result of experimental work. 
First, it was shown through a blood 
reaction which was discovered in con- 
nection with work on immunity that a 
close relationship exists between man 
and anthropoid apes: second, breed- 
ing experiments by Mendelian meth- 
ods .have established the fact of the in- 
dependent disappearance of hereditary 
factors for unit characters in the 
germ." 


By Henry KairSeld Osborn. president 


of the American Museum of Natural 
History. New York: "Evolution has 
long since passed out of. the domain ol 
speculation.'of hypothesis and even of 
theory. It is a law of living nature as 
flrmly and incontrovertible established 
•'as the law of gravitation in respect to 
the celestial spheres."

Madero and Vice President Snarez as 
a closed incident, in which this gov- 
ernment has no interest other than 
human sympathy and well-wishing to 
the new government in Mexico City. 
It was even admitted in many quarters 
that, brutal as was the act of the tak- 
ing off of Madero, his elimination prob- 
ably has done much to simplify the 
present situation and remove the 
greatest menace to the aim of the new 
regime to restore peace throughout all 
Mexico.

Newly Proclaimed Dictator an Op- 
portunity to Enforce Order Through- 
out the Country. 


Mexico City, Feb. 25.—The Latin 


American 
people's 
characteristics 


were never better illustrated than in 
this city. The people have recovered 
from the horror of the murder of Ma- 
dero and Suarez, deposed president 
and vice president. Business has been 
actively resumed. 
The streets are 


crowded with citizens who seem to be- 
lieve that the new rule will make for 
security and peace. If resentment ex- 
ists, it is carefully concealed. Huer- 
ta's merciless acts have convinced the 
Mexicans that he will stop at nothing 
to crush resistance. 


There is an unmistakable tendency 


among the people of the capital to bow 
to the new regime and to give it an 
opportunity of enforcing order through- 
out the republic. 
The government, 


hinting that the death of Madero has 
had a pacifying effect, announces that 
reports from the provinces indicate 
that resistance is dying out. The cap- 
ital is heav.ily garrisoned and thou- 
sands of troops patrol the streets. 
General Diaz and General Huerta ap- 
pear to he in perfect agreement and 
united in a program to crush all oppo- 
sition. Their rule is absolute and the 
government is a military dictatorship. 
Officers of the federal army say that 
General Huerta has decided to put to 
death Emiliano Zapata, the bandit 
leader of the south, and that an expe- 
dition is to be sent against Zapata at 
once. The people believe Huerta has 
determined to rid Mexico of such 
powerful disturbers as Zapata. Mes- 
sengers from Zapata have arrived in 
the capital bringing from their leader 
an offer to take the oath of allegiance 
and quit fighting if immunity was 
granted. The government is said to 
have declined to make terms. 


If the expressions in the newspapers 


are to be taken as a guide to public 
opinion, there is a disposition to ac- 
cept the government's statement that 
Madero and Suarez were shot while 
trying to escape. There is an unmis- 
takable feeling that the killing of Ma- 
dero, barbarous as it was, may prevent 
uprisings in the provinces and permit 
Huerta and Diaz to destroy the bandit 
forces throughout the republic.

In this country 
the shocking fiction of despots, "ley 
de fuga," by which Gustavo Madero 
and possibly Francisco Madero and 
Pino Suarez lost their lives, is too fa- 
miliar to arouse lasting resentment. 
Whatever of resentment or dissaffec- 
tion may exist in the hearts of the 
people, there is little visible. Noth- 
ing but the ruined buildings, the 
scarred monuments and the troops in 
the streets, recall the savage warfare.
